Following entry the amendment filed 9/3/2003, the claims 5-18 are pending.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Concerning claims 5-18, no prior art has been found teaching or suggesting the system 
and the kit for quantifying molecules expressing a selected epitope comprising a selected surface 
on which a molecule expressing a selected epitope is or can be immobilized, an epitope detector 
of a single chain Fv for the selected epitope or a constrained epitope specific CDR either or 
which have been modified to allow the attachment of oligonucleotides and an oligonucleotide 
attached to the single chain Fv or the constrained epitope specific CDR and the oligonucleotide 
comprising an RNA promoter linked to a nucleotide sequence that is template for an RNA 
transcript. 

The closest prior art is the reference of Eberwine et al. (5,922,553, issued July 13, 1999), 
Eberwine et al. disclose using labeled RNA to determine the amount of selected protein present 
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in small amount (See column 4, lines 34-39). The method apphes antibody targeted, which is 
immobilized to a solid support. The solid support is then contacted with a RNA-promoter driven 
cDNA sequence covalently coupled to a second antibody target to the selected protein. The 
amount of selected protein in the cell is determined by amplified RNA techniques. However, 
Ebervine et al. do not disclose the RNA-promoter driven cDNA sequence which is attached to 
the single chain Fv or the constrained epitope specific CDR in a system for quantifying molecule 
expressing a selected epitope.
